From an impressive list of 
88 applicant architects who in- 
dicated interest in develop- 
ment of the proposed Upland 
Civic Center, world-famous Ed- 
ward Durell Stone of New 
York has been chosen by City 
Council to plan the multi- 
million dollar project. 

Members unanimously and 
enthusiastically adopted Coun- 
cilman George Gibson's resolu- 
tion recommending Stone for 
the job during an adjourned 
Council meeting late Monday 
afternoon. 

As an integral part of the 
resolution, Council appropriat- 
ed $10,000 for preliminary ar- 
chitectural work in prepara- 
tion for a fall bond election on 
the Civic Center. The election 


has been scheduled tentatively 
for Oct. 19, but may be delay- 
ed until Nov. 2 or 9. 

Gibson, chairman of the Citi- 
zens’ Civic Center Committee, 
emphasized that preliminary 
work by Stone’s firm — in- 
cluding drawings and models

ect for the public's benefit 
Now confident of success, he 
said, ‘‘This money will be ap- 
plied toward the architect's 
fee when the election goes 
through.”’ 

Mayor Max Hawkins pointed 
out that Council, in vigorously 
endorsing the resolution, was 
putting much faith in its two- 
man committee of Councilmen 
Gibson and Ronald Rossitter, 


‘who, with City Mgr. Elwin Al- 
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| der, screened the applicants, 
studied their performance rec- 





ords and, in effect, made the 
fina] decision

Both Gibson 
stressed they felt “exceedingly 
fortunate’’ to reach an agree- 
ment with a person of Stone’s 
calibre. Alder also indicated 
|his complete approval of the 
pick 

“He is one of the foremost 
architects in the United States, 
his work is admired through- 
out the world and he embraces 
just the right philosophy we're 
looking for,’’ Rossitter stated. 
“Also, he can meet our time- 
| table, which is a very press- 
| ing one.” 

It was pointed out by sev- 
eral City officials that it would 
be a real credit to Upland 
“to have a Stone building 
here’ and that “‘his fee is very 
much in line.” Alder said the 
fee percentage is pretty much 
standardized, based on the 
overall cost of the project 

Gibson announced that the 
CCCC’s next meeting, post- 
poned from Monday night to 
permit the architect to study 
the Upland situation, will be 
held at 7:30 p.m. Monday, 
July 26, in the multi-purpose 
room of Pioneer Junior High 
School. At that time, Edwin 
Woodrich of Stone's Los An- 
geles office, the supervisory 
architect who is to be pri- 
marily responsible for the Up- 
land project, will be present 
for a committee discussion
